in the management of their own affairs. Will France, 
identical in her new principles of government with these states, 
join their league? Or willshe play the absolutist for her own 
purposes at home, without making common cause with them in 
their efforts to crush constitutional liberty in other parts of Europe? 
These are the questions which profoundly move the minds of all 
thinking men at the present time. They deeply atfeet the English 
people, and deserve to be considered under every possible aspect. 
In the first place, as we stated last week, it may turn out to be the 
+y of the new Autocrat of France to hold aloof from the other 
‘ats of Exrope—to be a tyrant at home, but, with the hope of 
aggrandisement at the expense of his neighbours, to play the part 
of the apostle of freedom abroad, In this case what would result? 
Bella, horrida bella! Ttaly and Switzerland, if not Belgium, 
would be the points on which aggression would be made, and 
Europe would be involyed in a war, in which, although such 
sovereigns as the King of Prussia, the Emperor of Austria, and 
the Czar might be arrayed against France, France might 
reckon on the temporary support of the sorely deluded, de- 
frauded, and insulted Germans, and of the still more cruelly 
oppressed Italians and Hungarians. ‘This would be the great 
war of principles, foreseen by the most eminent statesmen and 
philosophers half a century ago, but of which no human saga- 
city could estimate the frightful cost, or the more frighiful du- 
ration, Let us hope that so dreadful a calamity may be averted. 
In the second place, M. Louis Napoleon, admitted into the 
circle of absolutism, and acting in a manner that must have 
given the greatest satisfaction to the powerful sovereigns whose 
policy he has adopted, may ally himself more intimately with 
them, and make common cause with them against the liber- 
ties of Europe. In that case, England will be the only re- 
presentative of constitutional principles and rational freedom in 
this hemisphere; and, as Engiand is exposed to the rancorous 
reminiscences of the war that closed with Waterloo—reminis- 
conces which unhappily a large portion of the dominant military 
cl in France make it a point of almost religious duty to 
keep constantly before their minds—it is not likely, if such 
a league were once formed, that England would long escape the 
hostilities of states against whose oppressions and exactions 
her own form of government would be not only a continual 
protest, but among whose populations it would be a cease-

less incentive to imitation. Should such a combination 
take place, the perils and responsibilities of England would 
be great. But great also would be her allies. She 


would not be allowed to fight the battle single-handed. Did her 
own pith and energy not stand her in sufficient stead, had she no 
allies in the other hemisphere, who, in such a cause and to gain a 
voice in European politics, would rush to her rescue, she would 
have the aid of several more potent, if not invincible, auxiliaries 
in Europe. Russian gold, plentiful as it may be, would not pre- 
vent oreven postpone for any lengthened period the bankruptey 
that would involve Prussia, Austria, and France. Soldiers with- 
out pay would degenerate into banditti, and the people, who in 
such a day would lift their long-oppressed heads, would read their 
rulers a lesson, and establish upon the ruin caused by the military 
system the constitutional freedom for which in every part of 
Europe, with the sole exception of Russia, they are now yearning 
with an intensity which has shown itself in reyolutions, 
and attempted revolutions, for the last half-century. In such a 
contingency the course to be pursued by England might be 
ainful, but it would be clear, If not allowed to prosper in 
er OWn Way, and to mind her own affairs, she would only have 
to hoist the standard of constitutional freedom, and the nations of 
the earth would flock around it. Even in France, that loves liberty 
so fondly but so foolishly, a large section of the people would 
take heart of grace once more, and, in spite of Waterloo, would 
endeayour—possibly not without success—to cast off the yoke of 
the last of the despots, and try once again the feasibility of a 
moderate, or perhaps immoderate, Republic, 
But this, also, would be the great war of principles, fought, it is 
true, under a nobler and holier standard than could be raised by 
the ambition of a Bonaparte, or by the desire of national aggran-

THE REVOLUTION IN FRANCE. 


Tur three Illustrations upon the preceding page have been sketched by 
our Artists in Paris during the recent conflict. 
‘Two of the Engravings poriray specimens of the soldiery who were 
actively engaged in executing the cruel decrees of the Dictator of France. 
The third Engraving presents a sad episode in this frightful drama; 
the incidents of which are thus related by the special correspondent otf 
the Observer :— 


Mr. , & wealthy trader, assures me thaton Saturday last (Dee. 6), about 
ten at nicht, five companies of infantry, preceded by 50 of the secret police, ap- 
peared in the Rue de Constantine, where they arrested all the men they found 
in their apartments, to the number of 250. This street lvads up to the Rue St. 
Dennis, and the appearance of the military and police in the neighbourhood, 
with the snccessattending their visit, spread dismay among the workmen of the 
alarmed district. The result was that some three hundred left their homes, and 
darted through the streets liko hunted harea. To provide for such an attempt 
at eacape the tranverse streets were well posted with infantry and cavalry, and 
every one of the wretched men fell into the hands of the various guards. Those 
who resisted being captured were shot upon the spot, and the bodies rapidly carted 
away, while the remainder were led before the court-martial, and, being deemed 
dangerous characters, were shot at midnight in the Champ de Mars, the sounds 
of the musketry being heard for about two hours, varied by brief intervals of

FRANCE, 


Notwithstanding the necessarily provisional character of the Govern- 
ment of France since the coup d’étaf, until the universal suffrage of the 
nation on Sunday next (to-morrow) confirms or rejects the assumption, 
on a new basis, of the chief power of the State; by Louis Napoleon, the 
Executive does not in any way stay its hand, but proceeds daily with the 
most active and various measures inthe form of decrees, which are iseued 
by the President and his Ministers, apparently under the firm and certain 
conviction that a large majority of the French people will vote in the 
affirmative on the proposition submitted to them, whether Louis Napo- 
leon shall be, for the ten next years tocome, supreme and irremovable 
ruler of the nation, with powers to frame a new Constitution—yes or no. 

Amongst those decrees the principal are— 


Ist. A decree which definitively constitutes the new Consultative Commission. 
It is composed of 78 names: amongst them are those of Count D'Argout, Go- 
yernor of the Bank of France; Baroche and F. Barrot, former Ministers; 
Barthe, Minister of Justice under Louis Philippe, and now President of the 
Cour des Comptes; Do Beaumont (Somme), Billault; Carlier, ex-Prefect of 
Police; Chaix D’Estange, Drouyn de Lhuys, Damas, and Lacrosse, former 
Ministers; De Montalembert, De Mortemart, De Mouchy, Noailles; Odier, ex- 
Peer of France and Comptroller of the Bank; De Parieu, heuher, and Schneider, 
former Ministers ; De Segur d’Aguesseau, Seydoux ; De Thorigny, late Minister ; 
Troplong, First President of the Court of Appeal; Vuvisse, former Minister; De 
Wagram ; Generals Baracuay D'Hilliers, Preval, De Castellane, Marshal Excei- 
mans, Generals De Grammont, De Grouchy, D'Hautpool, De la Hitte, Magnan, 
Admiral Cecille, &c, The Commission begins to meet on the 28rd inst. to count 
the voles for the election of the President, in pursuance of the decree of the 2d 
inst. The Secretaries-General of the late Couneil of State and National As- 
sembly are appvinted to the same office in the present Commission. x 

2d. A decree appointing a section, to be known by the name of the Admini- 
strative Section, to fulfil the fanctions assigned to the Consultative Commission by 
Art. 3 of the decree of December 11. The Administrative Section is to be pre- 
sided over by M. Baroche, the Vice-President, and is to enter immediately on 
its functions. A decision ot the Minister of Justice is to divide the section into 
committees corresponding to the different ministerial departments. The whole 
number of members in the sections, independently of M. Baroche, is 28. 

3d. Another decree enacts that the matters to be submitted to the ‘ Section 
d@’Administration” of the Consultative Commission shall be—the projects of re- 
gulations of public administration, and of decrees on the registration of bulls 
and other acts of the Holy See; proceedings against ecclesiastical authorities 
for abuse of power ; authorisation of religious congrevations, and the verifica- 
tion oftheir statutes; suthorisation of proceedings against agents of the Go- 
vernment, naturalisatiors, maritime captures ; the creation of tribunals of com- 
mc-ree, or of conseils de prud’ hommes ; concession of portions of the domain of the 
State and concessions of mines ; the authorisation of soci¢fés anonymes and ton- 
tines, the establishment of departmental roads, canals, branch railways, &c. 
Certain other matters are to be submitted to committees. 

4th, A decree dissolving the 6th legion of the National Guard of Paris. Tho 
yeason assigned for this step is, not that the inhabitants of the district of Paris 
corresponding with the 6th legion sympathise with the enemies of order, but 
that they are placed in # most difficult position from the nature of their streets, 
which prevent well-intentioned citizens from easily assembling, and expose 
them to the danger of being disarmed separately. 

5th. A decree declaring the departments of the Jura, Aveyron, and Vaucluse 
in a state ofsiege. 

6th, A decree constituting a board of health for the city of Paris. 

7th, A decree for raising funds to build a Bourse or Exchange at Marseilles, 
and for other improvements in that city, 

8th. A decree establishing pensions for old soldiers of the first Republic and 
the Empire, and opening a credit of 2,700,000 francs on the budget of 1852 for 
that purpose. ri 

9th, A decree declaring the cessation of the extraordinary missions confided 
to M. Duval in the eight departments of Brittany and Vendée; and to M. Car- 
lier in the three departments of the Centre ; and to M. Berard in the Somme. 


Several changes also are made among judicial functionaries, and 
numerous decrees have appeared conferring promotions or orders in the 
Legion of Honour on persons who distinguished themselves at the late 
bombardment of Salee and Rabat. Admiral Dubourdieu is promoted to 
the grade of Grand Officer, three captains to the grade of Commander in 
the Order, four persons to the grade of Officer, and 21 to that of Knight. 
‘Lhere is also decreed, principally for the army, so large a number of pro- 
naotions in the Legion of Honour, that the names fill seven columns of 
the AMonitewr; 12 persons are named Commanders, $5 Officers, and 286

Bat there is a third solution of the difficulties of Europe, Al- 
though despotism supported by a soldiery must give its soldiers 
something to do, it is possible that M, Louis Napoleon may have 
a sincere desire to make his name illustrious for evermore, by re- 
consolidating the liberties which he has temporarily overthrown, 
and by building up a fabric of material glory and prosperity for 
the French people. It is possible that, feeling himself secure, he 


may endeavour to be a statesman as well as a soldier; that he may 


do his best to develop the natural resources of France, hitherto 
too much neglected; that he may strive to secure for her

Whilst legislation by decree is thus extensively carried on, Louis 
Napoleon finds time, it is said, to devote eight hours a day with MM, 
Rouher, Baroche, and ‘roplong, to framing his new Constitution, the 
chief features of which, according to the correspondent of the J'imes, are 
as follow :— 


A Council of State to be entirely named by the President of the Republic. 

‘The Senate to be composed uf 80 members, of whom 41 will be named by the 
President, and 39 by the Couxcils-General, from a list of candidates made out by 
the Executive Power. 

The Legislative Corps to be named by universal suffrage, but after the follow-~ 

manuer:—A scrutin to take place, at the commune, for the nomination of 
an elector foreach commune; and the communal electors thus chosen by uni- 
yersul suffrage, avd amonnting to 36,000 in number, to finally name 500 repre- 
sentatives. From that list of 500 members, the President of the 
sclect 250 representatives wherewith to form the Legislative Seas Presi- 
dent of the Republic to be clected for ten years, with the title 
Republic; to be responsible, but not to be subjected to impeachments directly by 
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| the Legislative Corps; the people alone to havetle power of expressing its 


opinion on the Executive Power by naming, three times conscentively, a Legisla- 
tive Corps whos refusal of the Budget shall be considered as the condemnation 
of the policy of the Regent ; and the result of such condemnation to be the re= 
tirement of the Regent from power. The press to be free, but not to be allowed 
to call in question matters relating to religion, the rights of property, and the 
orguvisation of society as established and recognised by the order of the land. 
Each session of the Chamber to be for six months at the utmost. Clauses of a 
Jess general kind may be appended for the abolition of the most unpopular of 
the imposts, viz., the octroi duties and the tax on spirituons liquors. In a word, 
the new Constitution to be—with some modifications rendurea necessary by the 
progress and changes that have dceurred since then—the reproduction, or rather 
ths imitation, of that of the year VIII, and which, with some difference, is 
te shies explained by the Presideat in his work entitled ‘* Les dees Napo- 
‘oniennes.”” 


With respect to the votes of the various political parties at the en- 
suing Presidential election, the ultra-Democrats are so disorganised that 
it is impossible to ascertain whether they will vote or not, and the Le- 
gitimists are divided on the matter. One of their chief leaders, M. de 
Montalembert, has published a letter in the Univers, in reply to nume- 
rous applications made to him for advice as to what course to 
follow at the election. M. de Montalembert examines each of 
the three paths open to the elector. A negative vote, he de- 
clares, would be an encouragement to anarchy, an absolution of 
its frightful excesses; abstention, cowardice, as Jong as the de. 
magogic monster roars; and he arrives at the conclusion that an affirms. 
tive vote is the only one worthy of a good citizen and a good Christian. 
On the other hand, MM. de Vatimesnil, Sauvaire, Barthdlémy, and other 
members of the Legitimist committee, have declared explicitly that they 
will yote against the President, and manuscript circulars in that sense 
have been sent to different parts of the country. It ix, nevertheless, 
pretty certain that a vastnumber of votes will be obtained by Louis Napo- 
leon, simply because his election is the only alternative from anarchy,

TO THE FRENCH NATION. 

An act whose results are incalculable has just been perpetrated. The Const’= 
tution is overthrown, the National Assembly unlawfully cissolved by the execn= 
tive power, the freedom of a great number of representatives violated, and t) 6 
arbitrary caprice of an individual is set up in the place of law. Long have I de- 
sired to raise my yoice, and call en France to put un end to the succession of 
adventurers who dishonour her; then might we tuve France aud those principles 
without which no nation can be truly great. But my endeavours were misun- 
derstood and thwarted. Since the appeal to the nation, as it is made by M. Bo- 
naparte, is altogether wanting in thesa conditions and features which aione can 
ensure the honour, freedom, and truth of au appeal to the people, I protest, with 
all the energy of my conviction, against that act, and the idezal proceedings by 
which it is accompanied. Personal preferencexnd compulsion are alike employed 
to give a peculiar direction to the expression of the national will in a manner 
which wounds every conscience, and must arouse the indignation of every free 
man. The constitutional prerogatives which M. Bonaparte, under the hollow 
pretext of a delegation, usurps, would hurl us once more into inconceivable con- 
fusion. The timefor Csara cannot have come for France. As a defender of the 
principle of the national sovereignty, I must loudly protest, even if I stand alone, 
against the present violation of this principle. May my sad forebodings for my 
native country not be realised. May Franco see at length thut her help lies in 
her own hands, and that in a republic no one has the right to dispose of the des- 
arene the land except according to the free and full expression of the pub- 


On the subject of the alleged plot of certain members of the 
extinct National Assembly to depose Louis Napoleon, in case the 
Assembly had passed the project of the questors to place an 
army at their disposal, which was submitted to the House imme- 
diately after the recess, and a few days prior to the coup d'état, 
the Constitutionnel publishes some papers found in the apartments 
of M. Bazé, one of the questors, and which seem to prove that not 
only a plot of the kind existed, but that all measures proper for its success- 
ful issue had most carefully been taken. The seizure of these papers, 
says the Constitutionnel, rendered evident the existence of a plot. In 
fact, all the decrees relative to direct requisition were ready; there were 
seized not only the minutes, but all the copies and other documents ne- 
cessary to be given in the proper quarter; ull this was done unknown to 
M. Dupin, but the papers, nevertheless, bore the presidential seal. The 
first decree, that which confided to a General-in-chief the command of 
the troops charged to protect the National Assembly, is as follows :—

tion, which says, “The Assembly determines the place of its sittings, it fixes 
the number of the military force necessary for its safety, and disposes of it.” 
Considering Art. 112 of the regulations of the Assembly, which says, ‘* The Pre- 
sident is charged to watch over the internal and external safety of the National 
Assembly.” To thig effect he exercises, in the name of the Assem*ly, the

The aged General Harispe and General Vaillant haye been nominated 
Marshals of France. M. Vaillant is an officer of engineers, and was second 
in command at the siege of Rome; and it is eet forth in the decree, that 
it was principally owing to his talents the Roman expedition was suc- 
cessful, and therefore it is he is raised to the highest rank in the French 
army. This was done to insult General Oudinot, who had had the chief 
command at Rome, and on whom Louis Napoleon thus takes revenge 
for having allowed himself to be nominated to the Command-in-Chief of 
the (non-existent) Parliamentary army, by the fraction of the National 
Assembly which met at the mairie of the 10th arrondissement on the 
morning of the coup d'etat.” 

General Oudinot has written an extremely energetic letter to the 
Minister of War, in which he expresses his indignation at the insult 
thus cast on him in the motives alleged by the Government for the 
promotion of General Vaillant. He has also written a letter to the Pope 
on the subject. he General, ag well as General Lauriston, has been 
released from the fortress of Mont Valérien, where they were confined ~ 
since the 4th instant. The following representatives who were confined 
at Vincenne!, Mazas, and Mont Valerién have algo been set. at liberty : 
—MM, Arnaud (du Var), Evgtne Sue, Ceyras, Chamict, Charbouncau, 
Chanet, Crémieux, Jules de Lasteyrie, Lagarde, Thuriol de la Kosiere,

UNITED STATES. 

The accounts from New York this week ure to the 6th inst. They 
are chiefly taken up with the opening proceedings in Congress, and the 
President’s annual message, which is a document of the usual prolixity 
of such state papers. 

‘M. Kossuth and suite arrived at New York on the 3th, and landed on 
the following day amidst the enthusiastic acclamations of the multitude 
gathered together to witness his disembarkation. Several congratulatory 
addresses were soon afterwards presented to him, to which he briefly re- 
plied, apologising for their brevity from the indisposition under whieh he 
was labouring. 

Congress (the thirty-second session) was opened at the Capitol in 
Washington, on Monday, the Ist inst. The present state of parties in 
both Houses is as follows:—The Senate consists of—Democrats, 34 ; 
Whigs, 24; Free-soilers, 2; vacancy, 1; total, 62. The House of Re- : 
presentatives has—Democrats, 148; Whigs, 90. 

Notice of several important bills was given immediately on the forma- | 
tion of the House in the Senate, one being for a railroad from the | 
Mississippi to the Pacific: another for a reduction in newspaper postage ; } 
another for a line ofsteam-ships from California to China. Notice of a 
motion was given relative to the reception of Kossuth; and also of a 
formal resolution oxpressing the sympathy of Congress for Smith O’Brien, 
Meagher, and their immediate associates, authorising the President to 
open a correspondencs with her Majesty’s Ministers appealing to the 
magnanimity of the British nation for the liberation of the prisoners, 
and concluding with an offer to receive them upon the hospitable shores | 


of the United States. : 
The President’s Message was read on the 2d. Its various topics are 
omprised undor the following heads; viz. Cuba; the rightof search $ 
the Spanish question, and foreign relations generally, including recipio- 
cal trade with Canada, Oregon, the Turkish Government and Kossuth, 
the Sandwich Islands, Mexico, the Tehuantepec Railway, Nicaragua ; the 
finances ; the tariff; Californian survey; establishment of an agricul- 
tural bureau; aboriginal tribes; the census; bounty lands; harbour and 
Jake improvements ; departments of war and navy; the Post-office; and 
miscellaneous questions. These various and numerous subjects are 
treated of at euch length, that the message occupied seven closely-printed 
newspaper columns ; but the main features of the message, as far as re- 
gards the matters of interest to European readers, can be presented ina 
very small compass. 

The President begins with congratulations on the maintenance of 
peace abroad and of domestic harmony and prosperity at home, and 
then proceeds to review the affair of the Cuban invasion. He complains 

hat certain Cubans resident in the United States have a second time . 
made that country the scene for the equipment of military expeditions 
against the possessions of her Spanish Majesty. Too severe a judg- 
Ment cannot be passed upon those who by fraudulent repre- 
sentations led those young men into peril and disgrace, Though 
the invaders had forfeited the protection of their country, no 
proper efforts had been, or will be, spared to obtain the release 
of those now in confinement, for the sake of their families and friends, 
The policy of neutrality and non-intervention with foreign states is re- 
cominended, the true mission of the American Government being, he 
says, ‘not to propagate our opinions, to impose upon other countries 
our form of government by artifices vf force ; but to teach by example, 
and show by our success, moderation, and justice, the blessings of self- 
government, and the advantages of free institutions.” He ther refers to 
the correspondence on the Cuban affair with England and France, which ; 
he submits to Congress, That correspondence maintains the principle, 
on the part of the United States, that, in every regularly documented 
merchant vessel, the crew who navigate it and those on board ot it will 
find their protection in the flag that is over them. No American vessel 
can be allowed to be visited or searched for the purpose of ascertaining 
the character of individuals on board; nor can there be allowed any 
watch by the vessels of any foreign nations over American vessels on the 
coost of the United States or seas adjacent thereto. 

‘The ineasures which led to the liberation of Kessuth, and the acknow- 
Jedgmemts of the Hungarian chief for the success of those measures, are 
briefly und rather coldly alluded to; and “it is recommended to Con- 
gress to consider in what manner General Kossuth and his companions, 
brought hither by its authority, shall be received and treated.”

CANADA. 


The parliamentary elections for Upper Canada were appointed for the 
10th of December—some few sooner and some later. It is thought the 
Reformers are likely to return a majority of thirty members to the new 
House in both sections of the province. 

The religious denominations of the members of the new Cabinet are thus 
stated :—Messrs. Caron, Morin, Tache, and Drummond, Roman Catholic ; 
J. H. Morris, Church of Scotland: Messrs, Hincks and Young, Uni- 
tarians; Dr. Rolph, Congregationalist ; Mr. Richards, not known. Of 
the Solicitors-General, one is Roman Catholic, Mr, Chauveau; and the 
other, Mr, J. Ross, Episcopalian. 

Much satisfaction was expressed by the Canadian press at the great 
success of Canada at the Industrial Exhibition. The number of medals 
and prizes that Canada has gained is ten times greater in proportion 
than the United States. 

INDIA, 


The intelligence from India this week is more varied and interesting 
than any we have had by the last three or four mails. The dates are— 
Bombay, Nov. 17; Calcutta, Noy. 7. 

Sir Colin Campbell quitted Peshawur on the 25th of October, in com- 
mand of a force of neurly 2500 men, for the town of Michnee, inhabited 
by the Momunds, an Affghan tribe, from whom our outposts had received 
considerable annoyance, and the Peshawur merchants and tradera who 
supplied the troops with food had suffered pillage and violence. The 
force consisted of the 5th company Ist battalion Artillery, with No. 17 
light field battery, the 24 company Sappers and Miners, the 2d Trregular 
Cavalry, two companies of the Guide Corps, two companies each of her 
Majesty’s 61st and 98th Foot, including the light company of each regi- 
ment; the 66th or Goorkha corps, and a wing of the 7Ist Native In- 
fantry. ‘his force reached Michnee on the 27th, when they found it 
Sipsuntiod, the people having fired it on our approach. They fired on the 
men from their hiding-places, but our people suffered no harm therefrom, 
their shot falling far short of ourcamp. On the 29th the fort of Rehim- 
dad Khan was blown up; large stores of corn which had been laid up by 
the Momunds for winter provisions were set fire to, and their goods and 
chattels thrown into the river. 

In the Dehra Ismail Khan district an outpost of the 5th Punjab 
consisting of 20 men, had been eurprised by 300 Sheorama 
Horse; 5 men were killed and 10 wounded ; the remainder were saved 
only by the timely arrival of a reinforcement of 20 of the mounted police 
corps. The enemy then retired. 

Dost Mahomed’s death has not been confirmed. The last accounts 
from Cabool represent him to have been very unwell, but the old warrior 
was likely to eurvive some time longer. 

The pecuniary difficulties between the Indian Government and the 
Nizam haye at length been finally settled. His Minister some months 
since paid off £40,000 of the sum due, and the remainder was promised 
by the beginning of the month of November. This he found it impos- 
sible to perform from his own resources, but the Nizam has been per- 
suaded to pay a further sum of £40,000 from his private treasury. 

Her Majesty's steamer Yor had been ordered to Rangoon, in the Bur- 
mese Empire, to demand satisfaction for ii 
chants by the Burmese Goyernor of the place. 

The ships Bengalee and Scourfleld were lost in a violent gale which 
visited Calcutta on the 22nd and 28rd of October. No lives were lost. 

The Calcutta Railway is preceeding rapidly. The electric telegraph to 
Diamond Harbour is in constant operation, and is found to answer ex- 
tremely well. 

On the 21st of October the Governor-General left Simla to pay some 
state visits to the Maharajah of Putteala and other chiefs. He returned 
to the hills on the 18th of Novemher, and is expected at Calcutta by the 
second week in January. 


CHINA. 

The accounts from Hong-Kong are to October 30. There is no au- 
thentic information from the scene of rebellion in the interior of China. 
All that is known with certainty is, that the insurgents continue to hold 
their ground, and Seu and the Imperial troops do not appear to make 
head against them. 

The Peninsular and Oriental Company’s receiving-ship Fort William 
caught fire on the 21st of October, and would have been burnt to the 
water's edge had it not been for the assistance rendered by the ships of 
war in the harbour. The damage done is not considerable, and is con- 
fined to the upper works, 


AUSTRALIA. 

The intelligence received from Sydney and Melbourne is of great in- 
terest. It comes down to the middle of August. 

Fresh discoveries of gold had been made on the property of Mr. 
Wentworth, at Frederick's Valley. Another large piece of gold had 
been found at Ophir, which weighed 51 ounces 15 dwt.; it was pur- 
chased either by or for Captain Erskine, of her Majesty’s chip Ha- 
vannah, The intelligence from the diggings generally was favourable. 
‘The summer was looked forward to with the confldence of a large pro- 
duction. Mr, R. Campbell has tendered for the purchase of all the gold 
which the Government might receive during the ensuing two months, 
at 28 83. 4d. per ounce. 

The hundredweight of gold, noticed by us on arrival of the last India 
and China Overland Mail, was seized by Government under the pretence 
of a royalty being due upon it. Against this step Messrs. Thacker and 
Co., the holders, protested. Subsequently Government communicated 
with Messrs. Thacker and Co., and informed them that the gold seized 
by Commissioner Hardy weuld be given up on their entering into a bond 
to pay the Queen a royalty of 10 per cent., should the home Govern- 
ment, on a representation of the facts of the case, demand it. To these 
conditions Messrs. Thacker and Co. had no alternative bu: to submit, 
although they were the innocent purchasers, there being not a semblance 
of collusion by passing it into third hands to avoid the royalty as

Buninyong, 50 miles from Geelong, there were eight cradiea at work, and 
parties were realising from half an ounce to two ounces. Gold had 
likewise been found at Major Newman's property, Deep Creek, and at 
Heidelburg, near Melbourne. Gold had been discovered on the Yarra, 
on Mr. Hawdon’s property, by the proprietor, who, having lately re- 
turned from Twofold Bay, where he discovered gold in abundance, 
fancied he perceived # geological resemblance in the two localities. He 
subjected a handful of clay to examination, and discovered three grains 
of gold. A number of labourcrs were instantly employed at this 
spot, which is but four miles from Melbourne. Gold has also been dis- 
covered in the very heart of Melbourne, by two children, while rooting 
about for amusement in the soil, The sample found weighed half an 
ounce and ten grains, and hud a piece of milk quartz adhering to it. A 
bed of dark quartz, about fifteen inches below the surface, had been sub- 
sequently discovered, which it was expected would prove productive. Of 
‘he Victoria diggings, sixteen miles from Melbourne, itis eaid that the

most productive spots were those where the slate formation abounded, 
from the interstices of which several small puggets had been extracted. 
‘The slate averaged about two feet from the surface, and the lower the 
miner penetrated the more successful he proved. 
The ship Bondicar, now on her way to England, has on board gold 
from the diggings valued at £28,785. Other and regular shipments 
would follow; and the Sydney Morning Herald usserts,.and vouches for 
its correctness, the great fact that gold exceeding £10,000 in value to

TraGEDY oN Boarp THe Brrrise Sar “ Fawn.’—From the 
Ceylon papers we learn that on une 28th September the barque Fuin, Alfred 
Rogers commander, belonging to Calcutta, sailed from Singapore on her return 
voyage from China to Calcutta. She had been repairing there for ce Weeks, 
during which time her crew of Bengalee Lascars refused to work and to pro- 
ceed in her, although four months’ pay was due to them. A new crew of Js- 
vanese and Malays was supplied by a shipping master, who warned Captain 
Re against ill-using them, as the Malay character is revengeful and so 
widaly different from that of the Bongalee. It appears that the vessel held on 
her course for six days without any untoward occurrence; but on the sixth day 
the chief mate found the burra-tindal smoking down the forekatch, whereupon 
he not only kicked and abused him but brought him on deck and there inflicted 
corporal punishment in presence of the whole crew, About midnight the 
Malays and Javanese mutinied, and murdered the captain, who was 
sleeping on deck: about daylight the second mate was killed, being 
imost cut to pieces. Tho first mate, and Mr, Elphick, a passenyer, defended 
themseives in one of the cabins for nearly 24 hours after the captain’s death, 
when the former jumped out of the port, and was drowned. Elphick died 
fight! with a handspike against his assailants, There were two ladies on 

i . Rogers, the captain's wife, and Mrs. Bechem, her sister, the widow 
ot a miiitary officer, and herchild. It has not been exactly ascertained how 
they were treated by the mutineers; but it would appear that the wretches did 
not intend to kill them, for they lowered them in a boat, which swamped, and 
the three were accidentally drowned. When the vessel was cleared of all the 
Europeans, they scuttled and fired her, although she had a large quantity of 
copper on board, a portion of which might have easily been remored. The ship 
finally grounded at Braas, about fifty miles south of Penang. Part of the crew 
‘Went on shore, and the remainder came to Singapore in one of the boats, ar- 
riving on the 10th. Two Bengalese whe were of the party gave information at 
‘once to the resident couneilior, and the police were set on the scent, Two 
Cochin. Chinese and three Javanese have been taken, and the Chinese carpenter 
surrendered. The steamer /fooghly had been despatched to look ont for the

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DISTRICT.—BATHURST 


We abridge from the Sydney Herald, the following interesting narrative of the 
Journey of a gold-seeker, from Bathurat te Ophir:— 

“ Jt rained all day; crowds of men poured into Bathurst, utterly destitute, and 
‘one came to me, evidently at the last extremity, and offered to wash for rations 
for a fortnight, In halfan hour he brought another, whom we also engaged, as 
much for charity as for any use, and before night we could have had a dozen on 
the same terms. As it rained all day, we sent the men on with the dray 
knowing that we could overtake them before they could reach the ‘ diggins.” 

“ May 31st.—We started on foot, and about five miles out meta Sydney gentle- 
man|walking, haying lost his horse the day before, and camped out all night in dhe 
snow. We had counted 108 men and twelve drays going out, and we met 28 
foot-mon, most of them pale, miserable, and dejected, returning, besides severa 
parties of horsemen, armed, and evidently, from their gravity, carrying gold. 
‘We stayed the night at the assistant commissioner's station, fifteen miles from 
Bathurst. fe 

“Ist, June.—Started again; met about 70 men leaving the diggings: all agreed 
that there was plenty of gold for all who went properly provided, and willing 
and able to work ; but those who had neither tools nor provisions could not even 
earn their grub. We dined at the farm of Mr. Kerr, better known as * Scotch 
Harry,’ who is driving a rattling trade in supplying thegold-seekers with damper 
and mutton, at 2s.a meal. On leaving, we took a short cut, and lost our way ; 
at length found a sheep station. Were rather coolly received at first, visitors of 
late having been rather too numerous for even bush hospitality ; but after alittle 
conversation, the quart pots were put down, and we were most kindly treated. 
We had a long conversation after supper with men engaged on the station, 
and were much struck with the sobriety of theirviews. To people at a distance, 
the Gold Country is a place where pieces of gold are to be picked up without 
trouble ; and they start off, expecting to find food somehow, and quarters some- 
where, as they have often done in the bush. But these men know that it is an 
open box forest, with severe frosts every night, sleet and snow for weeks at a 
time (June is the Australian winter season), without any accommodation what- 
ever, or rations, unless paid for in hard money at three times the usual price, 
And 30, although these shepherds all intend to give the gold a trial when they 
get their discharge, and their wages to fit them out, they look on the men they 
saw passing every day, without tools, or money, or clothes, as stark mad. 

“ June 2d.—In the morning the ice was thick upon the water in the ditches out- 
side, and the ground covered with hioar frost, as it often is here. Hot days and 
frosty nights. ‘After breakfast, guided by ‘Scotch Harry,’ who called on his way 
to Join a party in which heis a partner, an hour's walk brought us to the edge of a 
precipice which overhangs the Gold Creek, and we had a first-rate view of the 
diggings. The Gold Country seems to consist of a mass of points of ranges (¢. €. 
rock-crested hills), thrown together in confusion, but dovetailing into each other 
like the teeth of two saws placed close together, face to face ; these teeth again 
Deing cut into smaller pieces by narrow precipitous gullies, many of them 
nearly as deep as the main creek itself. Small creeks twist and twine down 
these narrow gnilies, which have a sudden bend every half-dozen yards into the 
Summer Hill or main creek, which twists and twines on a larger scale. The 
banks of the guilies are precipitous on both sides, but in the main creek there 
are alternate bluffs and low points, the teeth of the saw gently sloping down,

diminishing in height as they do in width, till they come toa point overhung 
on the opposite side by a high precipice, which forms the inside nick of the saw. 
As we stood upon the edge of the cliff we looked down nearly two hundred 
feet over and along each side of the opposite point, dotted with tents and 
gunyahs of bark or branches, each with its fire in front sending the blue smoke 
‘up into the clear frosty morning air; some under the noble swamp oaks at the 
water’s edge, others behind and under box and gum trees which towered one 
above another till the rising branch was merged in the main ridge behind. 
The point was occupied by about fifteen parties, cutting straight into the hill ; 
and, as we looked down upon their busy movements, digging, carrying earth, 
and working cradles at the edge of the water, with the noise of the pick, the 
sound of voices, and the washing of the shingle in the iron boxes of the cradles, 
I could scarcely believe that barely two months ago this was a quiet secluded 
gully in a far-out cattle run, where a solitary stockkeeper or black fellow on the 
hunt were all that ever broke the solitude of nature. On saying so to 
Scotch Harry, he said that he had kept stock there for nearly twenty years, 
and when he came there were flocks of kangaroos: these were driven off 
by the cattle, and now the cattle were driven away by the gold-diggers, 
He told of two who had gone mad—one, a shepherd in the neighbourhood, 
found a piece while poking about his run; it wasa chance piece, and not 
accompanied by five or six more, but he was not satisfied, and continued 
searching until from excitement he went mad. The other was a man who, 
after starving two days, found 5 Ib. weight, fainted repeatedly, and is now in 
confinement. Kerr said that two months ago hardly a traveller passed his 
house in a week ; now there were crowds every hour. His children never thought 
there were so many people in the werld before, and wondered what tt all meant. 
We proceeded up the bed of the creek, passing men of all ages, working in all 
sorts of ways, till we came toa point about a mile further up, where the road 
from Bathurst intersects the creek, and where, from the difficulty of pro- 
ceeding, so many drays are encamped that it is called the Township 
We fonnd it would take at least two days to carry seven hundredweight over 
two miles of such ridges. On the following day we succeeded in inducing nine 
black natives to carry them across for 1s. a day and their rations—good pay for 
a black. A decent-looking man came up and asked me to employ him, and I 
was sorry to refuse. He had been accustomed to take contracts on the roads 
near Sydney, and came up with a party imperfectly provided with tools, and 
with provisions for only a short time. Some of the party he had never seen 
before leaving, and on commencing operations found that fonr of them were 
tradesmen who could not stand the hard work: the work of two had to provide 
for six; consequently they had done nothing, and were returning. He said he 
was perfectly satistied that a party fitted for the work and properly provided 
would make their fortunes, and he was resolved to return. Many return 
without giving it one minute's trial. 

“The mail contractor has commenced running a coach from Bathurst to the 
Ophir Gold Diggings at £1 fare per head, with an allowance of 14 lb. Inggage. 
* The proprietor will not be answerable for accidents.’ And the owner of Scotch 
Harry’s Station, seven miles from the diggings, announces his intention of lay- 
ing it out in lots as a town, under the name of ‘Ophir,’ and selling it by auc- 
tion, in an advertisement worthy of the late George Robins—‘ An oasis, roman- 
tically beautiful, consisting of a small plain, with thinly-timbered slopes, abun- 
dant herbage, and a never-failing supply of water from the golden sands of 
Lewis Ponds.’ 
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“ PAYING THE LICENCES—PEACEABLE BEHAVIOUR OF THE PEOPLB, 

“ Mr. Hardy passed collecting licences, so I went down to pay ours,and did not 
know whether to be most struck by the bearing of the miners or of the com- 
missioner. Everything was done as quietly as if it was the quietest parish 
in England. Hitherto not a single outrage or robbery or even incident to cause 
regret has occurred among this crowd of men of all classes washing side by side . 
The only case in which they took the law into their own hands was to destroy a 
cask of rum brought bya sly grog-seller. Tents are left all day with their con- 
tents without any protection. A man may walk from one end of the mines to 
the other with a mugget five pounds weight in his hand, and the miners will 
only congratulate him. Aman detected cheating his party in selling gold was 
only turned off with ignominy : in California they would have hanged him. 

“ Mr. Hardy allowed all hands who had not cash a week to work for licence fees; 
and, if that has elapsed, a few days’ grace to new arrivals. He makes ita rule 
that a man who has a claim for diggings shall have ten or twenty feet frontage, 
which is not to be encroached on by others. The licence fee is received in dust 
at the rate of £3 4s. the ounce. Mr. Hardy also takes gold in deposit, and keeps 
it until it is convenient to send it to Sydney. 

“ As a body, the miners are civil and obliging. Almost every one came armed 
to the teeth, but now firearms are at a discount: the only use made of them 
has been to fire salutes. The most unanimous explosion took place, first on the 
Queen’s birthday, and secondly the night of the commissioner’s arrival, in 
honour of the establishment of legal authority. 

“The number of licences taken out to the end of the week was 600, Between 
two and three thousand are on the ground. The Bishop of Sydney has made 
arrangements for having divine service celebrated twice a day at the diggings 
by two clergymen, one of whom at any rate will be resident. The first service 
was well attended. 

“ Several large pieces (one lot amounting to seven pounds weight) have been. 
found, by the last reports. 

“The discovery of gold in the Turon, another tributary creek of the Macquarrie, 
has been officially reported by Mr. Stuchbury, the Government geologist, 10 Mr. 
Commissioner Hardy, and posted up by him for the information of the 
miners.” 

The accompanying Scene is from a clever series of Six Views of the Gold Field 
of Ophir, by G. F. Angas, lately published at Sydney. Here we have a party 
of gold-seekers arriving at Bathurst, on their way to Ophir. In the back» 
ground is seen the town of Bathurst, with the towers of the Protestant and 
Catholic churches; nearer, and crossing the bed of the Macquarie River, par- 
ties of gold-seekers may be seen with their dray-loads of tools and provisions, 
entering the town after their long and tedious journey across the mountain 
ranges. 

The Second Illustration, also from one of Mr. Angas’s Views, shows Fits- 
roy Bar, Ophir at the junction of the two creeks, with the process of washing 
forgold, This spot the diggers first commenced working. At the time this 
Sketch was taken, the entire “bar” was turned up, and the stones so heaped 
about as to resemble a warren on a large scale. On the left of the picture, across 
the Creek, is Meyer’s store,

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THE FRENCH IN MOROCCO.—BOMBARDMENT OF 
SALEE, 


Tue upper Engraving upon the preceding page represents the recent 
operations of the French squadron on the coast of Morocco, by which 
the ports of and Rabat have been bombarded and nearly de- 
stroyed. The French squadron, under the command of Rear-Admiral 
Dubourdieu, consisting of the line-of-battle ship Henry IV. (92 guns) ; 
Caton steam-frigate, 16 guns; Seine eteam-frigate, 14 guns; and two 
4-gun steam-sloops, made its appearance off Salee on the 26th ult. The 
Admiral immediately sent a despatch to the Governor of Rabat (which isa 
short distance from Salee), demanding the sum of 1500 dols, (about £300) 
as compensation for the plunder of a French merchant-vessel, which 
2 wrecked there some time since; together with the amount of the 
expenses incurred for fitting out the ships for the purpose of requiring 
this satisfaction. He gave the Governor only two hours for the consi- 
deration of his demands, and threatened that, if not complied with in 


that space of time, he would bombard the place. To this communica- 
tion the Governor replied that he could not take upon himself to come 
to a decision on such an important affair, but must forward the Admiral ‘8 
despatch to his master, the Emperor Abderrahman, then at Fez, and 
wait for his commands, which there was no chance of receiving before 
the expiration of at least ten days, in consequence of the distance. 

This answer not being deemed satisfactory by the Admiral, he gave 
ordera to prepare for action, and, five hours after the sending of his com- 
munication, the tide being high, and consequently favourable, the vessels 
got under way, took up favourable positions, and commenced bom- 
barding both Salee and Rabat at the same time, and continued for about 
eight hours to pour in such a storm of shot and shell that Salee is 
etated to be nearly razed to the ground, and Rabat has sustained consi- 
derable damage. 


The Moors, in the meantime, did their best in returning the fire from 
the castle and fortress of Rabat, and also from some batteries at Salee, 


from which several pieces of heavy ordnance were brought to bear on 
the French fleet. x 

After the action the French fleet weighed anchor, ostensibly for Cadiz 
to refit, It is stated that seven men were killed by the fire of the Moors 
on board the Henry IV. (the Admiral’s ship), and that many were 


wounded. ‘The casualties on board the other vessels are not known. On 
shore the Joss of life among the Moors and destruction of property were 
said to be very great. 


OPENING OF THE CROYDON WATER-WORKS. 


‘AN important application of the provisions of the Pablic Health Act has just 
boen made, in supplying the town of Croydon with water, and improving its 
seworage; the first practical operation of which was the occasion of @ very 
interesting ceremony and meeting on Thursday week, the 11th instant. 

His Graco the Archbishop of Canterbury was present, attended by the vicar 
of Croydon; the Revs. George Coles, D, D. Stewart, T. Farrer, J. Cope, T. 
James, R, C. Fell; Edwin Chadwick, Esq., and De, Southwood Smith, of the 
Goneral Board of Health; Sir Digby Noave, from the Epsom Board or 
Health ; Cuthbert Willam Johnson, Esq., F.R.S., the chsirman, and the 
other members of the Croydon Local Board of Health; and J. T. Way, 
Esq , the professor of chomistry to the Royal Agricultural Society ; numerous 
gentlemen and tradesmen of the neighbourhood, and a considerable number 
of ladies. 

The works comprise an engino-house, reservoir, and apparatus for water 
supply, and the construction to a certain extent of the new sewers planned for 
the perfect removal of all sewage matters from the town district, according to 
the provisions of the Public Health Act. 

On the Archbishop's entrance into the engine-house (which was filled with 
company) the chairman explained to his Grace the construction of the two 
Cornish engines (each of 24-horse power), combining the advantages of the high 
and the low pressure steam-engine, and found in the long experience of the 
Cornish miners to be by far the most economical steam-engines in pumping 
water to great heights, The steam is generated by a fire placed in the centre of 
the boiler (the water thus surrounding it), instead of being underneath the 
boiler ag in the ordinary mode. The chairman also explained that the engine 
then about to be set in motion lifts from the well into the reservoir on Park- 
hill abont 40 gations of water at every stroke of the piston; and that, 
by the use of only 1121. ofeoal, it raived into the reservoir (140 fect above the 
woll) abort 50,000 gallons of water, a quantity sufficient for the daily supply 
(allowing an aye e of 25 gallons to each house) of 2000 cottages. Ofthe water 
in the well, the chairman acded, that it possessed less then 18 degrees of hard- 
ness, butthat by merely boiling (as for the purposes of tea making, brewing, 
washing, &c.) it deposited % considerable portion of its salts of lime, and became 
of only four degrees of hardness—or, rather, of softness, for when in this state its 
approached the softness of rain water. He added that the highly-ornamental 
engine-house and chimney, which cost the Brighton Railway Company abent 
£3000, was purchased of them by the Croydon Board of Health for £250. Toe 
Archbishop, at the request of the chairman, then moved a steel bar, thus causing 
the engine to raise the first 40 gallons of water into the reservoir, thus, as it 
wers, launching the new engine. 

The archbishop then resumed his carriage, and his Grace and the company 
adjourned to the residence of J. W, Flower, Esq., of Park-hill, where the Arch- 
bishop alighted, and walked thence to the reservoir, a distance of a few huadred 
yards, with the company assembled, and with some of the band of the Scots 
Fusiliers, 

This reservoir is a vast tank of massive and cemented brickwork, about 50 
feet h'gh (exclusive of the dome, which is nearly 20 feet more), is cirenlar, 75 
feet in diameter, paved with stone, and lined with Portland cement, capable of 
containing 900,000 gallons of water, the whole embedded in an artificial mound, 

Tho Archbishop descended by a temporary staircase into this spacious cavern, 
preceded by the surveyor of the board, Mr. Thomas Cox. It had, of conrse, no 
‘wator a8 yet in it, and was lighted by candles, The engine soon poured in a 
bright and sparkling stream of water. 

The chairman of the board here explained to his Grace the advantages of the 
reservoir thus placed. By being domed, and its dome copiously covered with 
earth to the depth of several feet, its water would be preserved in the same 
purity as when it left the well: it would be secure from pollution, and 
possess & medinm temperature; it would be cool in summer, and temperate 
throughout the coldest seasons; by being placed 145 feet above the Wandle, it 
wonld snpply all the houses in Croydon onthe constant-service principle, and 
thus convey it into their highest stories. The chairman then, on behalf of 
the Croydon Board of Health, and of the other inhabitants of the district, ad- 
dressing his Grace, expressed their gratitude for many and important aids 
which his Grace had afforded the undertaking ; and in particular by granting, 
amongst other things, the site of the reservoir on very favourable terms. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury mostimpressively replied, that he had the greatest, 
satisfaction in being present at the establishment of this spacious fountain for 
the town of Croydon, and of the other works connected with it, which had for 
their object the supply of the means of bodily and domestic cleanliness to every 
house, not excepting the humblest cottago, in the town, and the removal, by 
eflicient sewers, of every description of Alth and decomposing refuse. His Grace 
concluded by saying, ‘ So beautiful a creation is water when pure, that Holy 
Writ continually selects it as an emblem even of the Holy Spirit. And the 
washing away of bodily impurity is continually used to typify the cleansing and 
purifying influence of the same spirit on the heart and affections. I therefore 
pray, and I request you to join me, that it may please the Almighty that the ont- 
ward purity which will be produced by these earthly waters may not only be 
an emblem, but, under God's blessing,an important aid for obtaining the in- 
ward and better purity of the heart, and that these waters may, therefore. be 
not only a temporal! buta spiritual blessing to the inhabitants of Croyd on.” 

‘The Archbishop then ascended the staircase, followed by the surveyor and 
the members of the local board; and the visitors gave three hearty cheers, 
making the vast dome echo. 

The board and their friends, to the number of 50, dined im the evening at the 
Greyhouvd Inn, The company were addressed by several gentlemen during 
the evening in proposing and replying to various toasts; but we have only space 
for the following extract from the chairman's acknowledgment of the toast of 
a The Croydon Local Board of Health,” eloquently proposed by the Rev. J. G. 

lodgson. 

The chairman briefly cave a variety of statistical details of considerable in- 
terest, not only to his auditors, but the inhabitants of other towns as ill drained 
and badly supplied with water as Croydon had been hitherto. He stated that 
the spring from whence the town would be supplied was found to flow into the 
well at the rate of about 1000 gallons per minute—a supply more than treble 
the quantity consnmed by the inhabitants, if every house in town consumed 
75 gallons per day. Of the necessary water rate, he stated that out of 2453 
houses im the special district of Croydon, 1321 houses (or more 
than half) will be supplied at 1d. per week; 861 ditto at 144. 
to 2}d. per week, leaving but 171 houses of 2453 to be supplied at a 
rate exceeding 24d. per week, being on an average about one-feurth of the charge 
usually made by the metropolitan water companies. He next contrasted the 
expense of the sewerage works of Croydon with those of the London districts, 
and showed that whilst the annual rate levied there (had these been in London) 
wonld have been £2 0s, 4d., or 94d. per week for each house, the rate for the 
works now in progress at Croydon would require an average rate for each house 
of 5s. Gd. per house, or not quite 1}d. per week; and, in conclusion, expressed 
the gratitude of the board for the constant support which it had received from 
the goneral board in London, from the labouring popalation of the district, from 
ail the ladies of the town, and (with the exception of a few persons who had but

Tun Chancellor of the Exchequer has discovered a great fact. 
At the annual soirée of the Halifax Mechanics’ Institute, at which 
the right honourable gentleman was present, he favoured the com- 
pany with his opinion upon the advantages of study, and made 
upon the whole a more cordial speech in support of literature, and 
its claims to the gratitude of the country, than we were prepared 
to expect at his hands. The theory of the right honourable gen- 
tleman is excellent; and, in drawing the attention of our readers 
to the subject, it is with the hope that we may to the extent of our 
means be instrumental in inducing a public officer in so high and 
responsible a position as he holds to accommodate his practice to 
his opinions. “ It was,” said he with much justice and foree— 

“A great advantage in the present day, that the means for reading were placed 
so lergely within the reach of persons not of great pecuniary resources. Why, 
ouly that very day,in coming down by the train, he was amusing himself by 
Jovukiug at the books offered for sale at one of the railway stations. There he 
jonnd a work on trigonometry by the side of Sir Walter Scott’s novels; a work 
by Thneydides and the ‘Parlour Library ;’ a treatise on well sinking, and the 
just novel of the day—all sold at prices accessible even to labonrers, and those 


earning moderate wages. 
widely would be the benefit produced.” 


‘Lhe Chancellor of the Exchequer was to some extent wrong in 
asserting that bockshad been made cheap enough to be placed 
within the reach of labourers and men earning moderate wages, 
but quite right in the expression of his belief that it wasof great 
advantage to society that good books should be cheap, and that 
they should be extensively read. But there was a Mentor present 
to point out to him how, if he so earnestly desired the education 
of the adult race of working Englishmen, he might carry out his 
object. Mr, Cobden, who was also among the number of the in- 
vited guests upon the occasion, could not, as a matter of con- 
science, allow so favourable an opportunity to pass unheeded. He 
rose immediately afier the right hon. gentleman, and put the 
whole case in a very clear and striking light. He showed the im- 
pediments to the diffusion of knowledge caused by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer himself, or by the fiscal system which he super- 
intends, and is responsible for-— 

“ He was not,” he said, “ going to take any undue advantage of the presence 
of the Chancel'or of the Exchequer, and say whas taxes he should take off; but 
the Chancellor did, as they all knew, once a year set the horoscope of their 
financial fate, and he felt it was important to haye the privilege ofspeakingin the 
hearing of a Chancellor of the Exchequer, for if tuey could persnade him that 
there existed great impediments to knowledge, which he might remove. 
who kuew but that he might remove them and afford them relief? 
Now, when they went into a cotton-mill, and looked at rubbish 
ealled cotton waste, they would say it was a strange idea for any Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer te think of putting a taxonthat. And if they 
were to see the great waggon full of rags going through the town, they would 
say that wasa queer sort of commodity for a Chancellor to put a taxupon. And 
troe enough he never did think of taxing this waste and these rags. These 
‘were sumetimes converted into asort of wadding, and used for firing off fowling- 
pieces—wadding fora gun. Stillthe Chancellor did not think that was a proper 
thing to tax. Sut these things were sometimes converted into reams of paper, 
which were made into primers and grammars; and then, although the Chan- 
cellor did not tax the article with which parties might shoot a partridge or a 
smipe, yet, when it was converted into an article to teach the young idea how to 
shoot, forthwith his excellent. friend, their representative, placed an exciseman on 
the paper, and beforeit could be used in thew school-rooms and libraries he put 
ataz upon it.” 

This was excellently said—in the right place and at the right 
time—and it cannot but have produced an effect in the quarter 
where it was intended to be useful, The excise duty upon paper, 
as we have frequently had occasion to show, and as we expect we 
shall again and again have to reiterate, is one of the most stupid 
and mischievous taxes which it is possible for any Government 
to levy. It is not simply a direct impediment to the edu- 
cation and to the moral and social Glevation of the people; but 
it is an interference with trade, which tends in the most obvious 
manner to diminish the national wealth, and to place the manu- 
facturing classes—employers as well as labourers—at a disadvan- 
tage compared with the other manufacturers and labourers of the 
world, ‘The tax has not a leg to stand upon—not the shadow 
of an argument by which its maintenance can be justi- 
fied. It has not even the plea of necessity; for no neces- 
sity to the extent of the comparatively small sum which it 
produces to the revenue can justify the State in perpetuating 
the evils which it causes. What the revenue gains by it with one 
hand, it pays out with the other ; for ignorance is a costly com- 
modity to a state, and produces that ugly progeny—those 
twin sisters, pauperism and crime. Even tho drain upon us by 
the Kaffir war is no justification for allowing such an impost to 
Yemain—an impost which is as foolish in itself, as it is pre- 
judicial to the great interests of commerce, and to those 
still greater interests of morality and religion which are involved in 
its continuance, Sir Charles Wood has not proved himself a par- 
Souey. brilliant or useful Chancellor of the Exchequer; but, if 
he would abolish the excise duty upon paper, he would entitle him- 
self toa niche in the Temple of Fame which greater men might 
well envy him. Perhaps, however, he meditates a surprise for us 
in his next budget? Such a boon as this would cause all his past

The Durham papers congratulate their readers on the dispersion of 
a band of housebreakers, known as ‘* Allen's gang,” who have for some months 
past infested the neighbourhood of Trimdon Grange and South Wi in 
thatcounty. The gang has been broken up by the police, and several of its 
members brought to prison, 
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In our Journal of last week we mentioned several districts of France as 
having suffered from the excesses and ravages of the Socialists. To these 
may be added the district comprised between Clamecy, department of 
the Nidvre, and Coulanges-sur-Yonne, which has been the scene of grave 
disturbances. “In every commune, bands attempted to possess them- 
selves of the mairies, in order to seize the arms of the National Guard. 
In resisting one of these bands, a gentleman named Posseaux was killed, 
One portion of these insurgents proceeded to Clamecy, where they eom- 
mitted excesses which have been already described ; another marched on 
Coulanges-sur-Yonne, but the inhabitants resisted, and for three days 
prevented the insurgents from forcing their way into the town. A great 
number of smaller communes were, however, disarmed and sacked, The 
tocsin was sounded, At last expresses succeeded in reaching Auxerre,

and vigorous measures were immediately taken. Some engagements 
subsequently took place between the ‘ brigands’ and the military, and 
the former were everywhere defeated. On both sides there were killed 
and wounded. The accounts from Auxerre represent that the rioters were 


everywhere routed, except at La Puisaye, but that military forces were 
being sent against them there.” 


AUXERRE, 
of which we have engraved a view, is the capital of the department of 
Yonne, situated on the left or west bank of the river which gives name 
to the department: it is 102 miles south-east of Paris, by the road 
through Melun. The city stands on the slope of a hill, whence it is seen 
to great advantage. The massive Cathedral and two or three other 
large churches, and a ruined spire, all rise finely above the houses, re- 
minding one of cities in the background of pictures by old German 
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masters. It is a fine old place, with many well-built houses, but with 
dirty and narrow streets. The cathedral, dedicated to St. Stephen, is 
accounted one of the finest in France; it escaped with little damage 
the violence of the Revolution: the prevailing style is flamboyant 
Gothic, except in the choir, which is early Gothic, of the twelfth cen- 
tury; the portal is magnificent, and there are some beautiful painted 
windows, The Boulevards, in the place of the ancient walls, which 
surround the town on three sides, present a charming variety of pro- 
spects ; the moats are filled with plantations of acacia, gardens, and 
vines ; and the ancient towers are picturesquely festooned with ivy. The 
chief trade of the town is in wine, of which it is a considerable mart. 


DISSOLUTION OF THE HIGH COURT OF JUSTICE.

We lvarn that a part of the fortress had Leen thrown down, and 400 soldiers 
buried in the ruins, Some days after the catastrophe, and after great exertions, 
their litelexs bodies wera withdrawn from the rulis, and their numbers ascer~ 
tained. About 300 houses, two mosques, and achurch suffered considerabiy, 
and many areno longer habitable. The Governor of Yanina sent tents and 
assistancs to the remainder of the soldiers in garrison thee. Among 
Christians aud Mussulmans, 800 persons are missing, but it is as yet unknown 
how many among those have been lost,or how many have sought safety in fi git. 
Near to Berat the top of a mountain was detached from ils base, and thrown to 
aconsiderable distance, In the centre a crater has been formed, from whicla 
dense volumes of black smoke, stones, and Java are emitted. Fetid sulphurous 
exhalations escape and corrupt the air, The villages aud environs of Beray 
have snffered great damage. 

Five Hunprep Persons Drstroyep BY A WarTrrsrour.— 
Intelligence was received at 1.loyd’s, under date Multa, Monday, the 8th instant, 
of amost awful occurrence at tie island of Sicily, which liad been swept by two 
enormous water spouts, accompanied by a territe hurricane. Those who wit- 
nessed the phenomena describe the waterspouts a3 two immense splierical 
bodies of water reaching from the clouds, their cones near'y touching the earth, 
and, as far a3 could be judged, at a querter of a mile apart, trave'ling 
with immense yelocity. They passed over the island near Marsala. 
In their progress houses were unroofed, trees uprooted, men and 
women, horses, cattle, and sheep were ra'sed up, d:awn into their vortex, and 
borne on to destruction; duriag their passage rain descended in cataracts, ac- 
companied with hailstones of enormous size end masses of ice, Going over 
Castellamare, near Stabia, it destroyed halt the town, and washed 200 of the in- 
habitants into the sex, who all perished. Upwards of 500 persons have been 
destroyed by this terrivle visitation, and an immense amount of property, the 
country being laid waste for miles. Tbe vessels im the harbour suffered severely , 
many vessels being destroyed, and their crews drowned. After the occurrence 
nam bers of dead human bodies were picked up, all frightfally mutilated and 
swollen.

It is calculated that nearly 50 000 letters have been 
bronght home and taken out by these steamers, also specie 'o the value of nearly 
@ million sterling, and upwards of 500 passengers. It is estimated that, for 
every passenger that arrives at cr leaves Southampton by the foreign packets, 
two friends or relatives, chiefly of the wealthy classes, visit the port to ree him 
off or welcome him home. : 

Tue (Late) Gaeat Exurertion.—Notwithstanding the intimation 
given to tie foreign exhibitors that all the goods were to be removed by the 
13th instant, last Saturday, there is still a large quantity within the Building, 
chiefly belonging to France and some of the German States. The difficulties of 
our French friends haye been materially increased by late events ; and, either 
from miscalculating the quantity of goods to be re-conveyed to France, or from 
the want of previouwarr.ngement, there are no means of shipping them off, 
andthe Custom-house authorities have been induced to relax somewhat of their 
strict rales, and allow the goods to be deposited for the present on the Ordnauca 
Wharf, as if in bend.

Design ror Tue Great Exnreition Bur pine ar New Yorx.— 
A design, by Sir Joseph Paxton, for the intended Exhibition of the Industry of 
all Nations at New York, was on view on Tuesday in Clarges-street, Piccadilly 
The plan is upon a similar principle to that of the Crystal Palace in Hyde-park, 
aud the materiats consist of glass, iron, and plate. ‘Tho length of the building is 
intended to be 600 feet, and the breacth 200 feet, There are two enirances, sno 
at each end, and the construction of the door ways is somewhat similar to that 
of the transept-entrance to the Exhibition in Hyde park. The roof is to be o 
slate, in order to resist the weight of snow to which it may be exposed in the 
United States. The structure will be built upon arches, and the galleries wil 
be supported by brackets, which will add materially to the strength of the building

OPENING OF A NEW WORKING-MEN’S READING- 
ROOM, AT CARLISLE. 

Ir is now nearly thirty years since Mechanics’ Institutes were originated 
by the excellent Dr. Birkbeck. Unquestionably the benefits which have 
accrued from their establishment have been very considerable, although 
they have not reached the grade of recipients for whom they were ori- 
ginally intended, namely, the working classes or labourers, but lave 
mostly passed into the possession of clerks, smaller tradesmen, und 
others of the middle ranks; while the labourers have been left without 
any economical provision for their intellectual advancement. This blank 
or void has, however, indirectly given rise toa fearful amount of dan- 
gerous reading among our artisans, for want of ready access to literature 
of a healthier class, the taste for which Mechanics’ Institutes were 
originally intended to feed and foster. 

To remedy a deficiency of this kind which has Jong been felt at 
Carlisle, an Industrial Reading-room has just been built by the John- 
street (Botchergate) working-men; and the inauguration of the new 
structure was celebrated on Monday evening, the lst instant, under very 
interesting circumstances. 

‘The foundation-stone was laid on the 12th of July last, by the then 
Mayor of Carlisle (John Hewson, Eeq.), and the building has been 
finished in a highly satisfactory manner; Mr. Hogg, architect, kindly 
acting gratuitously for the members. The whole of the building work was 
executed by Mr. Thomas Lattimer, and the wood-work by Messrs. Coates 
and Little. The structure is in the Elizabethan style, and has a south-east 
and south-west aspect. The whole area of the ground is 70 feet 6 inches 
by 62 feet 8 inches, being equal to 3713 square feet, or 412 square yards, 
containing as under:—Rexding-room, 53 feet leng by 24 feet wide, the 
area of which is 1272 square feet; the school-room, 25 feet by 24 feet 6 
inches, the area of which is 612 square feet; committee-room, 24 feet 6 
inches by 10 feet 2 inches wide, the area of which is 259 square feet; 
the library (a gallery above the committee-room) is 24 feet 6 inches 
by 14 feet 6 inches, containing 355 square feet. The total area is 3713 
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square feet; the reading-room, school-room, and committee-room 
ocoupy 2145 square feet, leaving for the back offices and yards 1570 square 
feet, or 174} square yards. 

About half-past six his Worship the Mayor (Thos. Nelson, Esq.), wear- 
ing his official gold chain, entered the gallery, followed by the Very Rev. 
the Dean (Dr. Tait); W.N. Hodgson, Esq., M.P.; J. Hewson, Esq., 
ex-Mayor; E.G. Mounsey, Esq.; Dr. Elliot, Capt. Monins, R. Fergu- 
son, Esq. ; H. Rawson, Esq.; R. Bendle, Esq.; E. Norman, Esq.; T. T. 
Railton, Esq.; Rev. J. Short, Rey. E. Bradshaw, Rev. C. C. Lowndes, 
Rey. T. Hind, Rev. J. J, Osborn, Rev. J. W. Rowe, Rey. L. Currie, Mr, 
Hogg, architect, and other gentlemen anxious for the success of the in- 
stitution. On taking their seats they were received with several rounds 
of applause. 

Surveyed from the platform, the room presented a most animated ap- 
pearance. About 500 persons were seated at the tables, upon which 
was set out a profusion of tea and cake. The decorations were taste- 
fully arranged by Mesars. Sanderson and Fisher. They consisted of 
soulpture supplied by Mr. John Rushton; and mottos and banners fur- 
nished by Messrs. H. Tweddle and Son. On the wall behind the plat- 
form were emblazoned the Royal arms, the city arms, the arms of P. H. 
Howard, Esq., M.P.; W. N. Hodgson, Esq., M.P.; Thos. Nelson, Esq. ; 
Capt. Monina, &c. : 

After tea, the glee of “The Chough and Crow” was admirably 
sung by members of the choir of the cathedral, accompanied on the 
pianoforte by Mr. Ford; and three other glees were afterwards sung 
with equal ability in the intervals of the speeches. 

The proceedings were opened by the Mayor, in an appropriate address, 
n which he explained that the building had been raised by the energy 
and perseverance of a few working-men, supported by voluntary sub-

scriptions, (Hear, hear.) To noone were the members of this insti- 
tution more indebted than to Dr. Elliot—(Applause)—who had sup- 
ported and encouraged them at a time when such institutions were little 
heard of, and when they were not appreciated as they are now. 

The Secretary, Mr. W. Bowman, then read the third general report of 
the Reading-room, which is managed, as hitherto, entirely by working- 
men, the members numbering 200. The room is well supplied with 
newspapers, magazines, and other periodicals, which are much read by 
the members, who throng the room each evening; and it is pleasing to 
see what eagerness they manifest in the pursuit of knowledge, in which 
many have been very successful. Not a few can now converse upon 
scientific and other subjects, of which, only a short time ago, they were 
almost entirely ignorant. The number of books issued from the Library 
is about 3000 since the last soirde, 

The Evening School in connexion with the institution also continues 
to be productive of much good to the younger members and members’ 
children, whe are employed during the day in the several public works. 
‘The report then details the circumstances under which the new building 
has been erected, commencing with £20 raised at a soirée, aided by the 
gentry and tradesmen of Carlisle and its neighbourhood; and Mr. 
Mounsey’s handsome present of the ground upon which the room is 
erected, and his loan of £100 at a low rate of interest. The whole cost 
of the building is stated at £393, of which £60 remained unpaid at the 
date of the report. 

The assembly was addressed during the evening by the Dean of Car- 
lisle, Mr. W. N. Hodgson, M.P., Mr. Mounsey, Mr. Hewson, Dr. Elliot, 
Captain Monins, and other gentlemen, Thanks were voted to the 
Mayor; and, after the National Anthem had been sung by the choir, 
the meeting separated,

DESTRUCTION OF FISKERTON MILL, NOTTS. 


On the morning of the 8th inst, a terrible calamity occurred in the neigh- 
bourhood of Southwell, about six miles from Newark, by which property 
to a considerable amount was destroyed by fire ; and five men, in at- 
tempting to extinguish the flames, were killed by the fall of a portion of 
the building in which the conflagration occurred. The scene of this sad 
catastrophe was Fiskerton Mill, standing in the river Greet. at a few 
yards from its junction with the Trent, within the parish of Fiskerton. 

The building was occupied by Mr, Joseph Marriott: it was five stories 
high, and was worked partly by steam and partly by water power. The 
mill commenced operations at a very early hour on Monday, and at two 
o'clock three paira of French stones out of five were at work—the whole 
motive power being thus supplied by the water, 

At about two o'clock, Charles Ward, 1! miller in charge, hearing a 
crackling noise, ran into the top dressing-room, and there found that the 
wood round which the straps turned was on fire. He instantly fetched a 
bucket of water, and threw it down the spouts, but without at all stay- 
ing the flames. He then found the floor and other wood-work were on 
fire, when he aroused his master and the foreman, and galloped on horse- 
back to Southwell for a fire-engine ; a messenger being despatched for 
the same purpose to Newark. 

Meanwhile the labourers and ethers that could be obtained, carried 
sacks of wheat and flour out of the burning premises, of which, at the 
time the fire commenced, they contained upwards of fifty quarters; 
but within half an hour the roof fell in, carrying the several floors 
to the basement without the slightest warning. At this moment a miller's 
Apprentice was coming out of the door, and was driven forward by the 
rush of wind occasioned by the fall of the roofing, floors, &ec. A la- 
bourer, with a sack of flour on his back, was knocked down and partly 
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buried in the ruins, but was extricated; but two other men, each with a 
sack of flour or grain, were struck down and smothered, as were also 
two others who were further from the door. The head miller was after- 
words found standing up with hisface to the wall, at the western end 
of the building, his head thoroughly roasted. A man and his son were 
likewise buried in the ruins, but they escaped through a window at the 
north side of the mill. 

The utmost exertions were made, amidst great danger, to rescue the 
five bodies, and they were at length found to be William Stimson, aged 30, 
labourer; John Reynolds, aged 21, employed in the mill; John Frede- 
rick Lloyd, aged 22, butcher; William Mayfield, aged 28, waggoner, 
employed in the mill; and James Robinson, aged 30, foreman and engi- 
neer at the mill—the latter leaving destitute a wife and five small 
cebildren. 

The engines did not reach the spot until the whole of the mill and 
adjoining premises were nearly destroyed. The fire is supposed to have 
originated in a strap which revolved upon a number of cogs chafing 
against some of the wood-work, owing to the machinery getting slightly 
out of gear. 

On the following afternoon an inquest was held on the bodies of the 
unfortunate sufferers, when the several witnesses described the circum- 
stances above stated, and the jury returned a verdict of “ Accidentally 
killed.” The stock and machinery, belonging to Mr. Marriott, are stated 
to have been insured in the County Fire Office for £400—scarcely a third 
of the amount of the loss. Mr. Chambers, the owner of the mill,is be- 
lieved to be insured. 

A correspondent states, that, after the roof of the mill had fallen in, 
Butler, an apprentice, was seen on the end of a beam at the second-floor 
window, quietly taking off his shoes, with which he broke the glass, and 
so escaped. Butler, likewise, greatly exerted himself in rescuing persons 
from the ruins; as also did Gregory, of the Southwell fire-brigade, and 
Inspector Caldwell, of Newark.

OPENING OF THE CORK AND BANDON RAILWAY. 


In our Journal for Sept. 27,1845, we illustrated the commencement of 
this line of railway, by the Earl of Bandon formally cutting the first 
turf; and we have now much pleasure, by aid of our correspondent at 
Cork, in recording the opening of the line from end to end. 

Few railways have had so hard a struggle for existence as this Ban- 
don line; yet, notwithstanding the period of the famine, the total pros- 
tration of the speculative energies of the country, and the disagreements 
between the contractors and the company, the directors have every 
cause to congratulate themselves upon the way in which they have 
executed the arduous trust reposed in them, their whole aim and am- 
bition having been from the commencement to encourage local industry, 
at the same time that they were laying a line of railway surpassed by 
few in the country. 

‘The works were of no ordinary description, having to be made along 
the face of the highest range of hills in the district ; thereby entailing 
the necessity of one continued series of cuttings, embankments, tunnels, 
and viaducts, the nature of which will be well understood from the 
aceompanying Sketch of the Chetwood Viaduct, which rises from the 
level of the Bandon road, over which it passes, to within a few feet of 
the same elevation as the Great Tubular Bridge ; and shows the masterly 
manner in which Mr. Nixon as engineer, and Messrs. Fox and Hender- 
son as contractors, have executed their work. This vast structure, con- 
sidered the largest of its kind in Ireland, measures 500 feet from 
abutment to abutment, and is about 100 feet above the level of the val- 
ley ; it is divided into four spans of 100 feet each by two abutments 
and three massive outline stone piers, 70 feet}high ; the ornamental pilas- 
ters and bold projecting cornices giving the whole structure an appear-~ 
ance of great strength and solidity. The upper portion is composed of 
wrought and cast-iron, and weighs about 1000 tons, Each span consists 
of four cast-iron arched ribs, three feet in depth, 110 feet span, with a 
rise of 20 feet in the centre, and running right across from pier to pier. 
They are retained in their places by cast-iron braces and wrought- 
iron tie-rods, and connected on the top by the roadway formed of cast- 


iron covering plates, flanged and bolted together ; the whole finished by 
a neatly-cast handrail and projecting cornice. 

The works throughout the line are now in such a state of forward- 
ness ag to have elicited the warmest praise from the Government in- 
spector, who went over the line on Wednesday fortnight, and declared 
it fit for public traffic. 

On Saturday week the deferred excursion to the shareholders, the 
directors, and their friends took place ; and, were the loudly-expressed 
opinions of those favoured with an invitation to be taken as a guarantee 
for the welfare of the company, little doubt can be left of its ultimate 
success. There are two classes of people to whom this railway must be 
a great boon: these are the widely-spread people of the western dis- 
trict of the country whose business or pleasure may lead them into 
the city, and the tourist who seeks to enjoy the beauties of the west: to 
the latter it opens up a new district of country ; whilst it at once takes 
them from a road heretofore looked on as one of the most unattractive 
leading for some fifteen or sixteen miles out of the city, 

The excursion was made in and out in capital style, and much to the 
enjoyment of those who partook of it. The journey outwards, ewing to 
the directors’ wish to allow their friends to see the country, occupied 
about three hours; but home the speed was at the rate of over forty 
miles per hour.
